The capture was effected by 


I. Korn, one. of the partners, who 
had lain in wait in the store. 


•That he had been engaged in a 


systematic plunder of the safe, mak- 
ingr seven night visits -to the butcher 
store since last January,, when he was 
discharged :ifrom the firm, was the 
confession made by Davis to Captain 
of Detectives Walter J. Petersen this 
morning:. He has used the money he 
has stolen to carouse and go on "joy 
rides." 


A 'pretty girl who has been an at- 


tendant in a local shooting gallery is 
said to have been his companion in 
his life of gaity on the funds unwill- 
ingly provided by Korn & Newman. 


HELD BT POLICE. 


Dayis, who resides at 
770 Lydia 
street, has not been charged,. but it 
is probable that a warrant will be 
sworn out today charging him with 
burglary. 
He is being held pending- 


further investigation of the case. 


According- to I. Korn, one of the 


partners in the firm, the losses since 
January have amounted to over $1600. 
Young Davis told Captain Petersen 
that he did not know how. much he 
had taken, but that every time he 
needed money he went to the safe and 
took what he needed. 


Ingress to the-building was gained 


through a rear door to the basement. 
While he was employed in the butch- 
er shop Davis assisted in nailing flown 
a trap door from the basement to the 
store. 
He knew 
where 
the nails 


came through and carefully pounded 
them back and pried open the trap 
door. 
After the first visit he left the 


door so that he could use it easily 
thereafter. 


It became a matter of the greatest 


ease for him to walk down to the 
store and load up his pockets with 
silver and gold coins. He knew the 
combination on the safe, and the 
customs of the store, so tnat he could 
choose, the days when the cash drawer 
in the safe would contain the most 
money. 


SXISPECT EACH OTHER. 


The mysterious 
disappearance of 


the money, without any indications 
that the . store had been visited by 
burglars, and the rigid watch- exer- 
cised over the employes at last led 
the two partners to suspect each oth- 
er of quietly "tapping" the till. Final- 
ly Korn decided that he must settle 
the matter one way or the other, and 
after notifying the police of his in- 
tention, secreted himself in the store 
last night. 


He was amazed to see the trap door 


in the floor, which he supposed was 
securely nailed down, rise easily and 
silently, and a man enter the store. 
The dark figure went with unhesitat- 
ing steps 
to 
the safe, handled the 


combination easily, and began to fill 
his pockets with money. Then Korn, 
who was armed, jumped out 
and 


placed him under arrest. 
The youth 


submitted without question, and at 
the police station confessed to the 
crime.

NIEHAUSINSANE 
OVER 


Spiritualism Plays Leading Part in Testi- 


mony Over $85,000 of Dead Resident 


in Berkeley

When Judge Everett J. Brown ad- 


journed the probate department of 
the Superior Court last evening the 
cross-examination or Ernest Niehaus 
in the contest of Edward H. A. Nie- 
haus, his nephew, for a son's share 
of the $85,000 estate of Edward F. 
Nieliaus of Berkeley, brother of the 
witness, had not been finished, and 
when the hearing is resumed tomor- 
row morning he will go on the stand 
again.- 
The case was set over for a 


day on account of the press of other 
probate.matters. 
The witness to fol- 


low Ernest Niehaus will be his wife, 
who is a sister of Mrs. Mathilda Nie- 
haus, widow of Edward F. Niehaus 
and mother of .the contesting son, the 
Niehaus -brothers having married sis- 
ters. 


Ernest Niehaus, who testified thai, 


his dead brother was insane over reli- 
gion, and his wife are supporting the 
claim of their nephew to part of his 
father's estate, because .they are con- 
vinced that when Edward F. Niehaus 
made his will leaving his son but $100 
and giving the rest of his estate to his 
wife, he was dominated by Mathilda 
Niehaus, the -widow, through the me- 
dium of spiritualism. 


During his testimony Ernest Nie- 


haus unfolded an unusual story of 
how spiritualism had destroyed busi- 
ness judgment and paternal love when 
his dead brother took up the study of 
the occult .upon the 'solicitation of Ma- 
thilda Niehaus, 
her 
object in the 


premises, according to the witness, 
being to have the decedent's mina 
poisoned against his son to accom- 
plish his disinheritance. 
The witness 


said that the dead furniture manufac- 
turer was completely dominated by 
his wife in the disposition of his es- 
tate, and that after his brother for 
years had professed no religious faith 
Mrs. 
Niehaus prevailed upon him to 


take up the 
study 
of spiritualism, 


clairvoyancy and kindred mysticisms. 
FLEW IXTO KAGE, SAYS WITNESS. 


After going deep into these sub- 


jects, the witness testified, Edward' 
F. Niehaus grew to De suspicious and 
superstitious. 
Then "his son married 


a woman of a religious faith toward 
which Mathilda Niehaus, his mother, 
was 
particularly 
bitter, 
and 
this 


prompted 
the 
decedent to 
become 


douvly resentful 
toward, all creeds 


and churches excepting his own. The 
witness told the jury that his brother 
admitted this to him on several occa- 
sions immediately prior to the time he 


made his will, and that during a con- 
ference between them regarding his j 
will Edward F. Niehaus told him that[ 
every time he attended a spiritualistic1 
seance three visions which placed his 
son In a very bad light confronted; 
him. 
One of the visions showed a: 


minister of the church to which his 
objectionable 
daughter-in-law 
be- 


longed suavely prevailing upon young 
Niehaus to marry the girl; another 
showed the pastor 
performing the 


marriage ceremony and 
the 
third 


showed the son robbing- his father of I 
his property and money, and turning 
them over to his wife, who in turn i 
passed them back to the minister, I 
who stood directly behind the young! 
couple. 
The witness 
said 
that hej 


pleaded with his brother not to accept 
these mediumistic tricks as truth, but 
whenever he made these appeals the 
aged manufacturer would fly into fits, 
of terrible rage, denounce his son and 
declare that the witness was an "un- 
believer" and had no right to intercede 
in the young man's behalf. 


Going still further into what he de- 


clared, was the religious fanaticism or, 
his deceased brother, the witness tes- 
tified that Edward F. Niehaus was 
also a believer in the transmigration 
of the soul, -which Is one of the an- 
cient and pet theories of the Chinese. 
In this connection - the -witness testi-j 
fled that his brother -oelleved that 
when death came and the soul broke! 
its mortal bonds It entered the body] 
of another person, carrying with it; 
all the burdens, sorrows and evils it| 
was afflicted with during the life of 
the body it had left. 


OPPOSED TO HANGING. 


The decedent was 
convinced that 


the spirit of some 
evil person had 


taken possession of his son, said the 
witness, and told him that as this -wag 
a fact young Niehaus ceased to be his 
son and heir. To illustrate this belief 
more .clearly Ernest Niehaus told the 
jury that his brother was bitterly op- 
posed to capital punishment because 
the soul of the person executed sim- 
ply, entered the body of another indi- 
vidual and proceeded to convert him 
into a murderer. 
By this same pro- 


cess of reasoning Edward F. Niehaus, 
the witness said, argued that crimi- 
nals and other evil-doers were simply 
the victims of the evil souls of those 
who had gone before, and therefore 
not responsible for their own acts. 
The witness said he was convinced 
that his brother was simply insane 
over religion. .

which protected them from the rebel fire 
from the bull ring. Occupying this posi- 
tion at night they were ready to rush 
the town at dawn.

CONFERENCE ARRANGED, 


American Consul Dye made a second 


visit to Agua Prieta and arranged for a 
conference ^between American,

open all the ports of entry.

troops who were within close shooting 
range of Agua Prieta, aguln opened their 
rifle fire on tho trenches within the town. 
The rebel soldiers defending the fort and 
the last row of trenches Immediately 
south of Agua Prieta, including the em- 
bankments on Cemetery Ridge, sent a 
courier to rebel headquarters in the town 
stating that they were out of ammuni- 
tion and could no longer hold back the 
federal advance If they were not sup- 
plied; 
"We are all out of ammunition

BEGIN THE RETREAT. 


At this juncture the horses of the 
rebels were ordered to be saddled and 
preparations were made to evacuate the 
town. Word to this effect waa sent to 
the scouts In the outlying entranch- 
ments, and those .in the trenches to the 
east of the city, and immediately along 
the American border were ordered to fall 
back. The detachments which held these 
positions had been more heavily supplied 
with ammunition, because of the more 
urgent necessity of holding back the fed- 
oral attack there and preventing a flank 
movement. 


When the word to retreat camp to the 


rebels in the 
advanced 
positions they 


were overtaken with fear that they would 
not be able to join the main army in its 
evacuation of the town, and many of 
them threw down their guns and ran In 
any direction that promised safety. Only 
this portion, of the rebel force was dis- 
rupted, notwithstanding the desertion of 
their officers, Jefe Medina and Command- 
ante Garcia. The desertions at this point 
account for the hundred horses brought 
In from the outskirts of Agua Prieta.by 
the Yasqul Indians.

RETIRE IN GOOD ORDER. 


The remainder of the garrison got away 


In good order and as they filed post the 
American custom house at daybreak they 
waved their badges and guns at Colonel 
Shunk, who remained there at his post of 
duty, where he had been all night long. 


Tho rebels were also seriously handi- 


capped by a lack of provisions. The in- 
ternational line was so guarded by the 
American troops, that neither ammuni- 
tion nor provisions could be taken across.

ROB AMERICANS.

FIREWORKS PERIL 


Law Passes to Print; Will Work 


to Lower Insurance 


Rates. 


The "sane Fourth of July" ordinance 


which has been pending before the city 
council for many months was ' finally 
passed to print last night, and Oakland 
will be enrolled among those cities of 
the'United States which take an Intelli- 
gent view of the national 
celebration 


and believe In protecting children from 
Injury and the residences and property 
from damage. 


As a result of the passage of the or- 


dinance, 
the Underwriters 
Association 
has promised that whan the reduction In 
rates la under consideration In Oakland 
this ordinance will be taken Into consid- 
eration as a factor on the side of de- 
creasing the Insurance, rates for this city. 
The ordinance -was' passed to print on 
the recommendation of the ordinance 
and judiciary committee. 


BAR FIREWORKS. 


.By terms of the bill no firecrackers or 


fireworks may Sa sold within ths olty 
of Oakland, and none may be discharged. 
The discharge of flrearms, excepting in 
shooting galleries, or by police in the 
discharge of their duties, or. in extermi- 
nating animals, 13 absolutely prohibited. 
The ordinance is one of the most strin- 
gent of its kind and should operate as 
a protection to Ufa and property. 


Considerable credit Is given the news- 


papers, and especially THE OAKLAND 
TRIBUNE, for the stand they have taken 
In favor of a sana .Fourth of July. 
Pub- 


licity has been given to the costly fires 
and to the grave accidents which cities 
without this protection pay annually as 
«ie penalty of unrestricted license in the 
celebration of the nation's natal day. 


Credit was also given to the large 


number of women's clubs and other or- 
ganizations which havs agitated for a 
sane Fourth of July. 
Several commit- 


tees representing 
the 
Child's Welfare 


League, the Equal Suffrage League and 
a number of other clubs have appeared 
before the council at various times to 
urge the passage of such an ordinance. 


MUNICIPAL DISPLAY. 


Tho present ordinance makes but one 


exception in the general prohibition of 
firecrackers and fireworks. A display of 
fireworks, conducted directly under the 
auspices and supervision of the munici- 
pality, with adequate care for the pro- 
tection of life and property, Is'permitted. 
Such a display could be held on Lake 
Merritt if properly authorized by the 
municipality,, and provided with adequate 
safeguards. 


Agitation for an ordinance prohibiting 


the use of firecrackers was started about 
one year ago. 
An ordinance similar to 
the one passed to print last night was 
presented in 
council and 
after being 
taken 
up 
in 
committee 
and 
being 


threshed out several times, was passed 
by the council by one vote at a midnight 
session In which Councilman Harold E<r- 
erhart was Induced to vote by being- sent 
for and compelled to leave his couch to 
come to the council chamber in pajamas 
and slippers and dressing gown. 
This 


ordinance was passed at the last meet- 
ing of last Juno, and was then submitted 
to Mayor Frank 1C. Mott. 
, Mayor Mott did not consider that suf- 
ficient notice, had been given the mer- 
chants dealing in fireworks, or to the 
general citizens, and returned the ordi- 
nance without his signature to the coun- 
cil. At the time a large nuirfber of mer- 
chants had laid in large stocks of goods 
In preparation for the celebration and 
a grave Injustice would have been dona 
to have made the sale illegal at that 
time. But few accidents marred the last 
Independence Day celebration in Oak- 
land, and Mayor Mott has been generally 
praised for his courage in handling this 
ordinance as he did, as feeling was run- 
ning high on the subject at the time.

AQUA PBTETA, April 18. — Arrange- 


ments are being completed for reorgan- 
izing the force of the Mexican customs 
house. 
Julla.n Garcia, chief of the cus- 


toms guard on the Mexican side, -was 
killed In the battle last Thursday -when 
Red Lopez took tho town. 
The other 


members of the customs force fled .to the 
American 
side, 
where they 
remained 


until Colonel Diaz and his troops entered 
the city. 


The international line was still strictly 


guarded today by both the Mexican fed- 
eral army patrol and the American sol- 
diers. A Mexican officer stated that the 
federal army started toward Agua Prieta 
originally with throe machine guns. One 
of these was left with a column to guard 
a pass in the mountains to thi». west of 
Agua Prleta, to prevent a possible cut- 
ting off of their line of retreat. 
Two 


other machine guns' were brought for- 
ward for action. 
One of these was dis- 


abled early In the action and could not 
be repaired until late in the evening. 
The other was used at intervals during 
the fight. 
The American customs house shows 


the effect of the fire from the federal 
army when it attacked the rebel trenches 
east of Agua Prleta. One bullet entered 
the door, passed through several parti- 
tions and passed on out. 
Many other 


missiles struck 
the 
building, 
and the 


porch on the east side was peppered 
with lead.

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Closure of the-Webster-Street. 


The protest lodged with the Board of Supervisors against the 


closure of the Webster street drawbridge and the snaiMike progress 
which the contractor is making the repairs necessary to restore .it 
to traffic is unquestionably justified. Since March 25 the street car 
and wheeled road traffic across the bridge : between Alameda and 
Oakland has been suspended. 
The people traveling, between ..the 


two cities are put to the serious inconvenience of being compelled 
to walk nearly a half mile to cover the broken link- itf the Traction 
Company's chain of street railway service, and, at the rate at which 
the contractor is carrying on the work, the resumption of regular 
traffic over the bridge will not be possible for months to come. 


Present conditions at. the. bridge are intolerable. It is the main 


avenue of communication between the two cities. The closure of 
the bridge is seriously affecting the trade of both communities. Oak- 
land merchants have lost thousands of dollars' worth of trade since 
the blockade was established. 
They are naturally complaining 


•strongly against the interference with their business and are de- 
manding relief. 


There is but one remedy. The contractor should be required 


to hasten the repairing of the bridge. The repairs were urgent and 
so is their completion/' In any urgent private improvement of a 
similar nature it would be vigorously pushed ahead, a working force 
being- employed night and day to avoid an hour's delay.in its cbm- 


• pietion. That is what should be done by the Webster street bridge 
contractor. There is nothing to prevent him from doubling his force 
and keeping .the work moving without the loss' of any time: through 
the twenty-four hours of each day. If he won'tdo so voluntarily, he 
should be forced to do "it by official pressure, assuming that it can 
be lawfully applied. At all events, as an inducement to the con- 
tractor to double his working force and hastening the completion of 
the repairs, by carrying on the work through the night as well as 
during the day, the Supervisors will be justified in making a reason- 
able Allowance to him to cover the extra cost involved in night work. 
Something must be done to hurry up the work and that quickly. 
The present inconvenience to .communication between the two cities 
and the interference with their commerce cannot be suffered to con- 
tinue much longer. The situation is one evidently requiring the ap- 
plication of-drastic, measures in order to obtain relief. 


Oakland Sporting Monopolies. 


Oakland and Alameda have acquired a practical monopoly of 


two healthful outdoor athletic sports among the cities of San Fran- 
cisco bay—namely, rowing and the English game of cricket. 
Oh 


rowing these two east-bay cities have an absolute and incontestable 
monopoly. 
Nfone other of the bay cities possesses an adaptable 


waterway for rowing races. Oakland harbor is the only place along 
the bay shore in which a suitable course, in perfectly smooth water, 
protected from the winds from every quarter, and from both shores 
of which an unobstructed view of a rowing race, from start to finish, 
may be obtained by spectators. 
It is, moreover, one of the few 


.. places in the world where a three-mile perfectly straight unruffled 


towing course exists. 


The intercollegiate rowing.races contested last Saturday was a 


notable exemplification of Oakland harbor's exceptional superiority 
is a rowing course. They were fought out over absolutely smooth 
•waters—as smooth practically as the face of a mirror. Never a* row- 
ing race was contested on the San Francisco water front at which 
the water conditions were satisfactory to the crews of the frail, shal- 
low shells engag-ecl nor to the spectators lining the ends of the 
wharves fronting on the course and interested in the result. Oh that 
side of the bay there is no point of vantage from which a boat race 
can be observed by spectators from start to finish; nor is there ever 
a time when the boat crews can rely on having smooth water on the 
course. Rowing races have been repeatedly tried there and given no 
satisfaction. The experiences of the boat crewis and spectators at Sat- 
urday's rowing regatta were instructive and edifying and made a 
lasting impression on both. They have added to Oakland harbor's, 
fame, for the status of a perfectly land-locked harbor which has a 
commercial frontage of practically thirteen or fourteen miles in 
length, superior vastly to that which is possessed by the river. Clyde 
in Scotland, which is recognized the world over as one of the mpst 
important commercial streams in the world, has been brought con- 
spicuously to the notice of shipowners and shipping men abroad, 
who studv the situation and read between the lines of an intercol- 
legiate sporting event a statement of conditions which directly con- 
cerns their commercial interests.' 


The English game of cricket is a sport of comparatively small 


interest to Americans interested in outdoor sports. 
But the fact 


that after two or three years' experience the California Cricket As- 
sociation has been compelled to abandon the grounds allotted to it 
by the commission in Golden Gate Park, because of the frequency 
of foggy weather and the intense cold of the west -winds which sweep 
in from the ocean and that the schedule of this summer's cup matches 
have been restricted to this side of the bay is a big advertisement to 
the superior-climate of the east-bay shore. All of the matches will be 
played this season in Alameda, where two grounds have been se- 
cured for the purpose, the old field at Webster street and Railroad 
avenue and- another at the southern end of Oak street. 


Auto racing is also one of the outdoor sports monopolized on 


this side of the bay, where all of such events have in the past been 
held. That fact is a valuable asset to Alameda county and to Oak- 
land, San Leandro and Haywarcl, each of which is interested in the 
auto racing course; but in the transmission abroad of all these auto 
racing events, San Francisco has received the whole credit of being 
the scene of their occurrence,, and derived the benefit from the ad- 
vertised association, although from fifteen to twenty miles away 
from the course. Whatever value attaches abroad to the telegraphic 
reports of sporting events of world-wide interest which take place 
•on this side of the bay and in Oakland or its suburbs, Oakland's 
promotion and commercial organizations should insist upon it that 
the senders of such reports should date-line them from this city and 
not from San Francisco. In all probability the reports sent east of 
the intercollegiate rowing regatta of last Saturday were dated so 
as to appear as if the event had occurred in San Francisco instead of 
"n Oakland harbor. Every, tub should stand on its own bottom. 


On April 23 the French International Exposition at Roubaix

LOOKS A TRIFLE 
HAZARDOUS

It was thirty-eight years ago on

Every industry Is subject to the laws'-.6< 
profit and .loss, and the theater is an 
ever-Increasing

amusement territory is increasing-. There 
Is no concentration which would 'make 
New York the theatrical center in. the 
way that London Is the hub of the Uni- 
ted Kingdom. 


Only by the combining of theatrical In- 


terests In the hands o£ a few dictators 
has the theater settled into some orderly 
adjustment, exchanging independence of 
selection on the part of ths small man- 
ag-er and of the actor, for certain salaried 
assurance. The theatrical interests have 
largely been held in New York, although 
Chicago is 
increasing 
in Importance, 


while the road has accepted what it could 
get, the local manager being only a de- 
pendent, wi th no incentive or means to 
give his public what other than what th« 
syndicate might allow them. 


The history of the theatrical trust is 


hardly different from the growth of any 
other trust, save In respect to tile per- 
sonalities of -the men behind the combin- 
ation. 
The magnates who govern "Wiall 


street know* their trade, down 
to the 


smallest detail; they know the men -with 
whom they have to deal, and th«y are 
quick to measure tha risk. 
The same 


may be said for the theatrical manager. 
But the extraordinary business man e^- 
ceeds the exceptional theater man In this 
large respect: he understands the way 
the country is going; he haa his hand 
on the pulse of business condition* at 
their greatest energy; h« snow* how the 
people are thinkl ng 
on public affairs. 


The theater manager has no such pene- 
tration; he launches hia individual enter- 
prises as a gamble, and depends upon 
the physical resources of theatrlcaltsm 
to "boost" his product.—Forum.

/I War Correspondent's Triumph. 


Alocius Coll, the Associated Press agent statione'd at Douglas, 


Arizona, has brilliantly distinguished himself as a war correspond- 
ent through the prompt, graphic, picturesque and ideally effective 
method of reporting in detail the fierce and desperate battle between 
the Mexican insurrectos or rebels, and the federal forces of the re- 
public, which was waged inconclusively at Agua; Prieta just across 
the international border through the whole of yesterday and far into 
the night. 
Ag.ua Prieta was captured by the rebels on Thursday 


last 'and the federal troops numbering 1600 men, mounted and afoot, 
opened an attack for its recovery at an early hour in the morning. 
The place was defended by a thousand rebels who had hastily en- 
trenched the 'ground around the town and successfully resisted all 
of the efforts of the assaulting force. 
Douglas, as well <as Agua 


Prieta, was in the line of the fire of the federals, both towns being 
on the international boundary line, and suffered consequently. 


Coll observed the battle from an automobile patrolling the 


boundary line, taking all the chances of actual war, and reported the 
battle in graphic detail as it progressed. 
So graphic and faithful 


was his report of the movements of the contending forces and so 
expeditiously was his clearly-worded descriptions of the various 
kaleidoscopic changes in the.tide of 'battle transmitted by telegraph 
through the splendid relay service established by the Associated 
Press, that THE TRIBUNE, although fully a thousand miles from 
the scene of action, was in possession of a pen picture of every 
•notable incident on the field of carnage within one-half hour after 
its occurrence. Such war reporting is unprecedented. O'f course, never 
before in the history of'the telegraphic and newspaper service has a 
war correspondent been where a battle was in progress in so close 
proximity, to a regular telegraph office and the element of delay in 
the transmission of the news was so completely annihilated. But 
Coil's intelligent activity and news instinct were so strong that he 
had a three-thousand-word detailed description of the battle spread 
throughout the United States before the federal government had re- 
ceived any word of what was taking place on the Mexican side of the 
line at Douglas. 


In his zeal to gather the news Coll showed the same intrepid 


spirit and disregard of danger that has invariably marked the con- 
duct of war correspondents under similar circumstances, for he never 
wavered in his work, although his auto was frequently struck by 
federal rifle and machine gun bullets and a rifle ball plowed through 
the scalp of a companion sitting by his side. Coll showed resource- 
fulness, also, for after the officer commanding the American troops 
took possession of the telegraph line Coll had been using, the latter 
promptly transferred the remainder of his report to the line of a rival 
company and retained thereby the tremendous lead he had secured 
over the army officer in the transmission of the thrilling news. More- 
over, Coil's work was perfectly done and so accurate in detail that 
not a correction was needed in his copy and not a contradiction of 
statement followed the original report.

have left Mrs. Hoffman in an almost ex- 
hausted state and filled with anxiety as 
to the welfare of her husband. '

stay is at an end, if a hint Is necessary, 
lie is expected to depart at 10:30. There 
iro other similar boarding house rules. 


The sanitary conditions have been un- 


3or inspection for several years, under 
the direction of Mrs. Ellso Bailey, but 
the seeking of a clean boarding house 
was not made compulsory until a few 
days ago, when the Associated Women 
Studencp adopted a resolution .which is 
intended to improve the conditions in 
the various boarding houses. The A. W. 
S. executive committee endorsed the plan
